from the three prairie provinces on a board of nine trustees. 
This clearing house would be properly bonded and would have 
a properly bonded agent in each country town. It would issue 
clearing house certificates and clearing house stamps. The face 
value of the certificate would be for double the net market price 
of any produce delivered by the farmer desiring to use the 
clearing house. i, 

It would function like this: a farmer takes. load of wheat 
to an elevator and receives the ordinary cash ticket for the net 
value of, we will say, five dollars. He takes this five dollar 
cash ticket to the local agent of the clearing house and receives 
in exchange a clearing house certificate for ten dollars, which is 
double the amount of this cash ticket. The clearing house cer- 
tificate would read ‘The Collective Produce Clearing Association 
will pay ten dollars in cash on presentation of this certificate 
with fourteen forty-cent clearing house stamps attached on the 
reverse side, 

This certificate would have a face value of ten’dollars and 
would be redeemable in cash after.it had turned over fourteen 
times and had collected fourteen forty cent ciearing house 
stamps. The clearing house would have the five dollars cash 
from the wheat and $5.60 in cash from sale of stamps, The 
farmer would take the first 4 per cent. discount in order that 
the primary producer may have an extra 96 per cent. More 
buying power, and at the same time they will have put in cir- 
culation an auxiliary currency whieh would be gradually con- 
verted into cash. 

*. I have submitted this plan to'a considerable number of bus- 
iness men and while most of them, of course, do not like the 
idea of departing from the time honored methods of doing bus- 
iness, many of them see their business gradually departing from 
them and are coming to the place where they would be will- 
ing to try anything which looks like a way out. 

Many of them ‘agree that if 50 per’cent. of the farmers 
were to accept these certificates for the grain and livestock 
marketed, business would have to adapt itself to the use of 
them. Most of these same business men also agree that if 
they could get almost twice as much business and twice as 
many debts paid as at present they could well afford a discount 
of 4 per cent. But in actual practice they would likely need to 
stand a 4 per cent. discount on all their business because there 
would still be a very large amount of cash circulating. The 
amount of certificates circulating would only be a fraction .of 
the cash, because they would be continually converted into cash 
dnd they would automatically pay a larger volume of cash out 
into the channels of trade. Some object that it would be too 
cumbersome. Throughout the country store shelves are liter- 
ally bending with all kinds of merchandise which is not moving, 
farmers are unable to pay taxes, interests or debts. 

Some think business would refuse to accept these certificates 
but stamp and scrip money have been in use in two cities in 
Germany during the last six years, and in 140 places in the 
United States and Canada recently. In same cases there has 
been no reserve at all at the back of the issue, whereas one 
Winnipeg business man pointed out that my plan would always 
have fifty per cent. of actual cash value in farm produce at the 
back of the certificate. 

My plan also embodies the principle of relating currency to 
commodities, which is one principle on which many of the 
world’s economists are agreed. — 

I submitted my plan to Dr. Irving Fisher of Yale, and the 
reply I received was very encouraging. 

If the present conditions are allowed to continye, hundreds 
of farmers will dispose of their livestock, such as pigs, sheep 
and poultry. Many who are now behind with taxes and 
interest will, if they put in a crop at all, be still further behind 
next fall; thousands are now so discouraged that they are 
rapidly becoming a problem to our governments. It is high time

AGE OF 10 SAYS JUDGE 


As convenor of Social Service for 
the Local Women's Council, I have 
studied the work from many different 
angles, and have given it deep con- 
sideration, I have also discussed the 
subject with many learned workers 
engaged in moral work, and we think 
the morals are somewhat better in re- 
gard to dress, due to the efforts the 
women have put forth in this direc- 
tion. ' 

We must begin with the home. We 
are told from all sides, that the fa- 
mily as a unit is fast disappearing. It 
is composed of individuals: whose mo- 
tive is each for himself. Divorce is 
on the increase and parental control 
has relaxed: Ig it not all the more 
important to make sure of an institu- 
tion which means so much to society? 
A famiy saved from dissolution is an 
asset to the whole nation. All social 
welfare workers instinctively know 
this, and seek to keep the home in- 
tact, if at all possible. 

I would like to see the mothers, 
who have a greater responsibility in 
guiding youth, assist the teachers in 
their work with the children, for the 
church and ‘school are next to the 
home. Some children are liable to 
play truant, which is a source of 
other evils, and parents should visit 
the teachers and ascertain how their 
children are behaving in school and 
what progress they are making in 
their studies. If this were done it 
would lead to a betterment in the 
mora! standard among children, for 
one pupil rarely pays truant alone. 

For some time past all countries 
are looking into the welfare of chil- 
dren, especially since the world is 
suffering such a depression during 
these times. All over, societies are 
helping to clothe needy children so 
that they may be able to attend 
school. 

Fathers and mothers must fulfill 
their duties to their Church, which 
is doing so much to help the morals 
of youth, and it must be stressed that 
children gain more from example 
than from precept. Life in the home 
must be a joint undertaking, ‘for 
there is only one way to make chil- 
dren feel that there are things to be 
done, and the assistance Parents can 
give is invaluable. 


I think every boy and girl should 
have some responsibility from the 
age of ten’ years. Something such as 
@ small garden, or’ something else 
which they will take an interest in. 
They should be taught that unless 
they plant something in the earth 
they shall, get no return. Parents 
will be well repaid for any extra 
time spent in this respect. 

Very few boys or girls appear in 
court who have a proper home where 
their parents take a proper interest in 
their welfare. I would ask you. to 
study this matter for yourseives. I 
have found it to help many boys and 
girls in changing their ways and re- 
turning to a better path. I am going 
to try very hard this year to get 
some men to give the delinquent boys 
a chance in assisting themselves. 

I hope that anyone who may hear 
or read this report will offer some as- 
sistance to this great work of increas- 
ing the Mora] Standard among youth.

ON USING TOBACCO 


There is an old saying, and a very 
true one, to the effect that what is 
one- man’s meat is another man’s 
poison. This aphorism is most fit- 
tingly applicable in the case of tobac- 
co, 5 

Just as people differ in their physi- 
cal make-up and in their mental out- 
look, 80 also may they differ in their 
response to foods, drugs, tobacco and 
other substances. This latter pheno- 
menon is spoken of as an idiosyn- 
cracy. : 

No two persons are exactly alike. 
One person eats certain fooda and di- 
gests them readily, while the same 
foods will cause a.disturbance in an- 
other person, So it is with carbon 
monoxide, nicotine and certain coal- 
tar derivatives which are contained 
in, or are the product of tobacco 
smoke, Tolerance—-the ability to use 
tobacco without discomfort—-may be 
acquired fairly quickly in some cases, 
but more often, it takes years to 
make an individual a seasoned 
smoker. 

It is a recognized fact that smok- 
ing causes a quickening of, the ‘pulse 
and a temporary increase in blood 
pressure. Digestion is slowed,- and it 
is well-known that smoking destroys 
the feeling of hunger. 

The “extent to which these jena 
other changes occur vary in different 
individuals, but in the majority of 
cases none of them reach the stage 
where they may be said to cause con- 
cern. To those with @ varying degree 
of hypersensitiveness or abnormal! 
conditions of their bodies,’ the vari- 
ations and the extent of their occur- 
rence may be a real prgblem: 

To the susceptible indiVidual, over- 
indulgence in smoking may be mani- 
fested in many ways. It may be in- 
dicated by. palpitation and rapid 
heart action, what is generally known 
as the “tobacco heart." The increase 
in blood pressure may give rise to 
pain in the chest, or contribute to 
dizziness,: irritability and insomnia. 

That périod of extreme restlessness 
and tossing about, prior to sleeping, 
of which many people complain, can 
often be placed at the door of ex- 
cessive smoking. The number of 
smokers with coughs bears evidence 
to the irritating effect of smoking on 
the respiratory tract ‘ of some per- 
sons. This, if continued, may contri- 
bute to the occurrence of more is- 
tressing lung conditions. 

The pleasure which smoking gives 
to many people is: riot to be denied: 
This pleasure would be enhanced 
were the bounds of moderation not 
overstepped. __
